ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 
A solid-state laser device, which comprises a first 
resonator for projecting a first laser beam and a second 
resonator for projecting a second laser beam, wherein the 
first resonator and the second resonator commonly share a 
part of an optical axis and an output mirror, and which 
comprises a first light emitting unit for the first resonator, 
a second light emitting unit for the second resonator, a 
monitoring means for splitting and monitoring a part of the 
first laser beam and for splitting and monitoring a part of 
the second laser beam among the laser beams projected from 
the output mirror, and a control unit for controlling at 
least one of the first light emitting unit and the second 
light emitting unit based on a detection result from the 
monitoring means. 
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
